The appearance about the ranch, the 
condition of the bodies and some other 
circumstances have led to the suspicion 
that the murder was committed by 
Indians, and this suspicion was in part 
based upon the known fact that one 
Indian was seen in the neighborhood 
of the ranch Wednesday. Then, the 
bodies were terribly mutilated with 
axes and clubs, which fact is taken 
to at least partially corroborate the 
suspicion of the 
Indian 
murderers 
There is much excitement here over 
the tragedy.

vaal, on Tuesday, conveying a bill of 
indemnity presented by the Transvaal 
as a result of the Jameson raid.

The first asks for the payment 
of £677,938 3s 3d as a material charge, 
and under the second head the Trans­ 
vaal asks for £1,000,000 for “moral and 
intellectual damage.”

Ex-Gov. Oglesby Pereaved. 
Decatur, 111., Feb. 19.—Ophelia W. 
Peddecord, wife of Jasper J. Peddecord 
and sister of ex-Gov. Richard J. Ogles­ 
by, died at her residence in this city 
Thursday, aged 77. She was a native 
of Kentucky and came to Decatur with 
her brother, ex-Gov. Oglesby, in 1836. 


W ardell Is Chosen President. 
Dallas, Tex., Feb. 19.—At the seventh 
annual convention of the National Al­ 
liance Aid association A. Wardell, To­ 
peka, was elected president. The meet­ 
ing took up the constitution and by­ 
law's and considered several important 
changes.

Will Be Hanged Together. 
Cincinnati, Ohio, Feb. 19.—Sheriff 
Plummer has received the death war­ 
rants in the cases of Jackson and W al­ 
ling, 
condemned for the murder 
of 
Pearl Bryan, directing him to carry 
the warrant into execution between 
sunrise and sunset of March 20. This 
gives to the sheriff the power to make 
two executions one after the other, or 
of hanging both men at once. He has 
announced the latter method. There­ 
fore there will be no opportunity for 
separate confessions for effect upon the 
other man. 


Lincoln, Neb., Feb. 19.—A statement 
of the financial condition of the state 
treasury of Nebraska, just made pub­ 
lic, shows that ex-State Treasurer J. 
S. Bartley, Republican, had a deficit 
staring him in the face of over $500,- 
000. Coupled with this is a little item 
of $27,000, 
which 
ex-State 
Auditor 
Eugene V. Moore, also Republican, 
needs to account for in order to bal­ 
ance his books. 
Both of these offi­ 
cers have enjoyed the greatest confi­ 
dence of their party and the people of 
the state. 
Mr. Bartley is the victim of a too 
lenient policy in assisting his friends in 
a financial wray. 
When the panic of 
1892 struck Nebraska it was found nec­ 
essary in order to preserve the integ­ 
rity of several state banks to call on 
the state treasurer for 
funds. 
Mr. 
Bartley chartered a special train and 
deposited with the lame institutions on 
the line of the Elkhorn railroad good 
coin to tide them over the crisis. No­ 
body at the time supposed that the 
emergency would be lasting, and the 
understanding was 
that 
the 
funds 
should be returned in a few weeks. 
Weeks lengthened into 
months 
and 
months into years. Meanwhile several 
state institutions went to the wall, and 
others that had received help were so 
close run it was impossible 
to dis­ 
charge the obligation. 
Six weeks ago the newly elected of­ 
ficers were supposed to assume the re­ 
sponsibilities of 
their 
offices. 
The 
transfer in the state treasurer’s office 
was not made, however. 
Treasurer- 
elect John Messerve refused to settle 
on the supposition that the 
records 
were correct. He w anted a cash settle­ 
ment. This was refused, and Mr. Bart­ 
ley gave as his reason for refusing that 
such a radical policy 
would 
break 
every depository in Nebraska, if it were 
even posible for the cash to be pro­ 
duced. 
He affirmed, however, that in 
the course of time every dollar will be 
paid and the state will not lose a cent. 
The shortage in Auditor Moore’s ac­ 
count has so far not been explained, 
but the gentleman vitally 
interested 
has been hustling most earnestly to 
impress upon his bondsmen the neces­ 
sity of at once liquidating the debt. 
This item of $27,000 represents 
fees 
collected from insurance companies do­ 
ing business in the state. 
His attor­ 
ney was informed by Attorney-General 
Smythe 
that criminal 
proceedings 
would be commenced against him at 
once if the money was not forthcom­ 
ing. In the case of Mr. Bartley the case 
has not yet proceeded so far, although 
the deficit is no secret. Both men have 
been known to have been dealing in 
Cripple Creek property. 
Before being 
elected Bartley was a banker at Atkin­ 
son, and Moore a merchant. 
This is 
the second term of Bartley and the 
first term of Moore. 
The worst of it is that the figures 
above mentioned do not represent the 
full amount of the possible loss to the 
state from ex-Treasurer Bartley, for in 
addition there is $271,522.08 in state de­ 
pository banks which have closed their 
doors, and which the retiring official 
announces his inability to turn over to 
his successors. He cannot be held re­ 
sponsible for this amount of 
funds, 
however, unless he placed some of it 
in banks that were not properly desig­ 
nated as state depositories. The money 
that is missing from the state treas­ 
urer’s office is thus divided: 
Perma­ 
nent school fund, $389,596.01; perma­ 
nent university fund, $19,775.93; agri­ 
cultural endowment, $61,955.15; normal 
endowment, $18,000. 
The first official utterance on the 
shortage was the governor’s 
special 
message to the legislature. After de­ 
tailing the difficulty of settlement, the 
message says: 
“In order that the state's interests 
may be fully protected it would seem to 
me advisable and of great assistance 
to the executive and legal departments 
of the state if your honorable body 


Washington, Feb. 19.—The house 
committee on naval affairs, which is 
working on the naval appropriation 
bill, spent most of Thursday in dis­ 
cussing the question of the price to be 
paid for armor plate. The question was 
finally disposed of by the adoption of 
a paragraph authorizing the secretary 
of the navy to contract for steel armor 
of domestic manufacture for the three 
battleships now being constructed, and 
appropriating a sum not exceeding $3,- 
210,000 for the purpose. It is esti­ 
mated that 8,025 tons of armor will be 
needed for the three ships, so that this 
provision limits the cost to $400 a ton. 
A substitute was offered by Representa­ 
tive Hall (Dem., Mo.) limiting the ap­ 
propriation to $2,808,750, which would 
have limited the price per ton to $350, 
but this was voted down. 
Another 
proposition was made 
to 
strike out the words “of domestic man­ 
ufacture” from the armor clause, which 
also failed. Members of the committee 
who favored this proposition argued 
the hearing showed that there was no 
competition between American firms 
engaged in the manufacture of armor 
plate and that the government should 
have an opportunity to buy of foreign 
firms, as American firms were selling 
armor to Russia at $2^0 a ton. 
The desirability of fostering Ameri­ 
can plants for ship and armor building 
was argued in opposition. The contest 
will be renewed in the house. 


One of the Men Who Held Up the Bank 
at Sherborne, Minn. 
Mason City, Iowa, Feb. 19.—Lewis 
Kellehan, 
the 
alleged 
Sherburne, 
Minn., bank murderer and robber, is 
on trial at Fairmont. 
Kellehan and 
his brother resided at Rock Rapids, 
Iowa, and on Wednesday, Oct. 7, rode 
into Sherburne on their bicycles, dis­ 
mounted in front of the bank, entered 
and proceeded to hold up that insti­ 
tution. In the robbery Assistant Cash­ 
ier George Thorborn and Traveling Re­ 
presentative Jolstern of the Wood Har­ 
vester company were shot and killed. 
The robbers than grabbed $1,500 from 
the bank counter and rode away on 
their bicycles. In the chase following 
the younger Kellehan killed Marshal 
Galion of Bancroft, and in turn was 
shot by Deputy Sheriff Ward of Fair­ 
mont. All the money was found on his 
person. 
On the Sunday following Lewis Kel­ 
lehan was arrested at Lake Mills. His 
plea is not guilty, claiming his brother 
did the shooting

Extent of the Steel Flurry. 
Cleveland, O., Fob. 19.—The Iron 
Trade Review says: 
“The steel-rail 
war was brief and fierce, and the exe­ 
cution was quite all that could be 
desired. It is safe to say that nearly 
$20,000,000 worth of rail business is on 
the books of the members of the late 
pool to-day, nearly all of it taken in 
five days of last week. 
If we count 
375.000 tons of Pittsburg sales, in ad­ 
dition to 100,000 tons of foreign orders 
and 100.000 tons of rails optioned to 
borne roads, and to this add 250.000 
tons taken by Illinois and 200,000 to 
250.000 tons sold by eastern mills, we 
shall have a total of 1,075,000 tens.”

M’KINLEY RATES ON COAL. 


Wilson Duties Said to Have Led to Re­ 
duction of Wages. 
Washington, Feb. 19.—The republi­ 
can members of the ways and means 
committee took an important step 
Thursday in their work on the new 
tariff bill by deciding to restore the 
McKinley rates on coal and coke. 
These rates were 75 cents per ton of 
twenty-eight bushels on bituminous 
and shale and 30 cents on coal slack 
such as will pass through a half-inch 
screen. The present rates are 40 cents 
and 15 cents. Coke is advanced from 
15 to 20 per cent ad valorem. 
The 
changes were made in response to a 
general demand form the coal interests, 
whose representatives declared that the 
Wilson rates had increased Canadian 
competition so greatly that the Ameri­ 
can mine-owners had been obliged to 
reduce wages to keep in the field.

Washington, Feb. 19.—The business 
of the year just closed was the most 
remunerative ever experienced by the 
Suez canal, according to United States 
Consul-General Penfield, at Cairo, and 
the traffic aggregated almost $16,000,- 
000 in value. 
The number of vessels using the wa­ 
terway was twenty-seven less than in 
the 
preceding year, but the tonnage 
was greater and the canal receipts were 
enhanced by the transit of a great num­ 
ber of Italian soldiers going to and 
from the Abyssinian war. British ships 
fell off in number, but still made up 
two-thirds of the traffic, while the Ger­ 
man shipping in the canal increased. 
Not a single ship bearing the United 
States flag passed through the canal 
last year. 


In France as in this country the 
election of senators is accomplished by 
an indirect process 
The municipal 
councils elect delegates, arid these del­ 
egates, together with the deputies, the 
councillors-general 
and 
the district 
councillors for the department, elect 
the senators. The differences of opin­ 
ion which arose between the senate 
and 
the chamber of deputies last 
spring, and occasioned the overthrow 
of the Bourgeois ministry, strength­ 
ened the agitation in favor of a direct 
choice of senators by universal suf­ 
frage. 
A motion to this end, intro­ 
duced by a radical deputy, recently 
passed the chamber of deputies by a 
I majority of about sixty, but a motion 
I for its consideration in the senate was 
I defeated by a vote of nearly seven ta 
one.

From New York Sun: “Since I came 
to New York, twelve years ago,’’ said 
one man in the group, “I have been 
known in the laundry world as ‘R 9.’

I went out to 
a laundry in the neighborhood, and 
told the man to send around to the 
house for my clothes. Before that I had 
told the servant to give my clothes to 
anybody who called, and it happened 
that a boy came first for the clothes 
of a lodger above me. Of course, he 
got mine instead, and it happened that 
the other man’s name was known. 
So 
my entire laundry came back marked 
‘Krauss.’ 
How they happened not to 
notice that they had never been marked 
before I don't know. But I am still 
known as ‘Krauss’ in the laundry set; 
collars wear out and shirts 
fall 
to 
pieces, only to be known 
anew 
as 
‘Krauss.’ 
The other man told me that 
his clothes came back from the laun­ 
dry marked ‘J. Krauss.’ That was the 
only tribute to my name, Jones, that 
was shown on that occasion. W hether 
the other man’s name stuck to him or 
not I never heard. 
But I have been 
‘Krauss’ for nine years, as much as the 
m arks on my linen can make me that.”

J. Sullivan tomorrow aft 
ernoon at 2 o’clock.

will be in Oak Hill cemetery. 
An inquest is D eiD g held a t 
Mil­ 
waukie today. 
While all indications 
p iin t to suicide, a Milwaukee diep tch 
to the Chicago Tribune says: 
“ Hi& 
friends believe that he has been foully 
dealt with, although the body bears 
no marks of violence.'' 
Toe Milwaukee Sentinel tells the 
story as follows: 
“ The body of James 
W hittaker, a wholesale cigar manufac 
lurer of Janesville and well known 
throughout the state and Northern 
Michigan, was found in the river last 
evening 
W hittaker had been missing 
since Jan. 2, and there is no doubt 
that he committed suicide, having 
threatened in a letter he sent to his 
wife at that time that he would end 
his life. 
W ell K l o w u In J a n esv ille. 
“ W hittaker was fifty years of age, 
and had been a resident of Janesville 
for na .ny years. 
He wus highly re­ 
spected and until a few years ago was 
prosperous in business. 
He had con­ 
ducted a cigar factory aud had quite 
aa extensive -trade throughout 
the 
svate aud Northern 
Michigan. 
Oq 
December 22 last he left his home for 
a trip through the northern part of 
Wisconsin aud Michigan, where be in­ 
tended to make collections. 
He was 
unable to get money from his custom­ 
ers and t^e latter part of December re­ 
turned 
to 
this 
city 
Here 
he 
remained for several days. 
W hittaker 
had not touched liquor for fifteen 
years, but while iD this c ty his bus - 
ness troubles worried him a id he be­ 
gan to diiak quite hard. 
W rote 
D esp on d en t 
L etter. 
On Jan. 2 he wrote a letter to his 
wife, informing her that he had no 
desire to return home because he was 
unable to pay bills which were due. 
He said he would send bis papers 
aud valuables by express, 
When tie 
letter was received by Mrs. W hitish r 
she was very much alarmed. 
She 
notified Chief of Police John 
Hogan, 
of Janesville and Le telephoned the 
police in this city to find Whittaker. 
He could not be located, however, and 
several days later Chief H;gan aDd 
Alderman 
McLean, 
of 
Janesville, 
came to Milwaukee 
and began a 
sea.ch for the missing m an: whom 
th y hid kiow n for many years. 
His 
satchel was found in the saloon ot 
William Pearson at the foot of 
Wis­ 
consin street, ’’there Whittaker spent 
most of his time while in the city. 


B od y F ound In T h e R iver. 
“ Some of W hittaker’s friends have 
been in the city several times since the 
valise was found, looking for the mis­ 
sing man, but he could not bi found. 
Yesterday afternoon at 5 o’clock a 
dock laborer on Buffalo ttreet bridge 
sa v the body of a man in the water. 
He notified Patrolman Earns and with 
the assistance of Caph Thompson of 
the F. <fc P. M line the remains were 
taken from the river. 
The body was 
removed to the morgue, where it was 
identified from papers found in the 
pockets, among 
them being bills, 
checks, notes and insurance policies. 
Only five cents in money was found. 
He wore a chain but no watch. 
The 
body, though it had been in the water 
for a long time, was quite well pre­ 
served. 
Mrs. Whitaker who is row 
home of Alderman and Mrs. 
McLean was notified at 10:80 
this morning of her husband’s 
Although she had been expecting bad 
news the shock was a severe one to 
her.
